Yankee Clipper Splashdo wn Perfect 
NU Phy sicist Fo recast 
Lunar Vibratio n Actio n

The world of science pro­ 
fessed astonishment last week 
when American astronauts sent 
their lunar module into a 
Kamikaze dive to the moon’s 
surface and set up 30 minutes 
of totally unexpected seismic 
ringing. 
But it didn’t really surprise a 
University of Nebraska physics 
professor. 
He’s even forecast — in 
writing, earlier this year — the 
lunar vibrations. 
Said Dr. Robert Katz when 
he learned of last week’s ex­ 
traordinary seismic wave on 
the moon caused by the impact 
of the lunar module: 
“ My 
aching back! It kind of knocked 
me over. This Is pretty fan­ 
tastic! It’s really great!’’ 
In July, Dr. Katz, in col­ 
laboration with three other 
scientists, published a paper in 
the international s c i e n c e 
journal “ Nature,” prinfed in 
London. The paper is entitled 
“ Standing 
Waves 
on 
the 
Moon.” 
What happened last week 
becomes a scientist’s dream — 
establishment of a new theory 
based on reasoned calculation 
and then 
independent 
con­ 
firmation 
of 
the 
apparent 
validity of that theory. 
And, says Dr. Katz, his 
teaching at NU helped steer 
him to the idea. 
At Nebraska, Dr. Katz is a 
nuclear physicist, much in­ 
terested 
in 
cosmic 
r a y 
tracks. 


Abou* a year ago, Areadio 
P o v e d a , 
a 
M e x i c a n 
astronomer, was a visiting 
professor at NU. The two men 
became interested in trying to 
determine how much cosmic 
injury 
the 
non-atmosoheric 
moon has sustained during all 
of time. 
Dr. Katz recalls that when 
P o v e d a 
s h o w e d 
hi m 
photographs of the moon and 
drawings, he said: “ My God, 
those are vibration figurtjs!” 
Rays emanating from craters 
parallel those found in physics 
laboratory e x p e r i m e n t s 
documenting 
what 
happens 
when a drop of milk falls to the 
floor or a bullet strikes a steel 
plate. 
If, the two men said, the 
moon has great and sustained 
vibrations after being struck, 
its surface features will have 
definite, 
p r e d i c t a b l e 
characteristics — including a 
kind of fracture grid system. 
And if this is so, it becomes 
scientifically jwssible to move 
backward in time from vibra­ 
tion patterns to calculate the 
size 
and 
velocity 
of 
the 
material 
which 
struck 
the 
moon. 
“ If we once learn how to read 
the surface of the moon, the 
features become something like 
a memory book,” Dr. Katz 
said. “ It will give us an idea of 
the size of things floating 
around in the solar system.” 
It might, he further predicts, 
tell man a great deal alwut the 
planet Mars, which is also 
c r a t e r e d 
and 
has 
a 
crosshatched prid system, once 
considered canals. 
Poveda 
returned 
to 
the 
University of Mexico, although 
he made one trip back to NU, 
financed by tPe 
University 
Research Council. It was then 
that the moon vibration theory 
was tentatively formulated. 
In the spring, a visitor to the 
campus was Lewis T. Chad- 
derton, Cambridge University 
radiation physicist, now work­ 
ing 
for 
North 
American 
Rockwell Corp. 
North American is the firm 
which constructs the Apollo 
capsules. 
Chadderton became excited 
by Dr. Katz’s “ booiiiinnnnnng” 
theory about the moon. He 
provided his ideas, as well as 
current 
scientific 
literature 
about the lunar surface. 
The net result was publica­ 
tion of the theory in “ Nature,’ 
co-autiiors being Dr. 
Katz, 
Poveda, Chadderton and the 
latter’s assistant, Frans G. 
Krajenbrink. Chadderton and 
Krajenbrink have never met 
Poveda, Dr. Katz noted. 
Mystified sceintists last week 
said the 30 minutes of vibrar 
tions on the moon would cause 
them to “ throw away the booK 
and start over again” in ex­ 
plaining earth’s satellite. 
Dr. Katz contribute: “ This 
might diminish the belief the 
moon has a liquid tenter. You 
couldn’t get great vibrations 


from something hot and soft. 
The moon must be made of 
something rigid.” 
In his teaching chores. Dr. 
Katz uses a rubber balloon to 
demonstrate surface distortions 
produced by vibrations. He also 
employs a simple soap bubble, 
such as children often make, 
stressing wave motion in a free 
sphere. 
Like any cautious scientist. 
Dr. Katz says his theory of 
moon vibrations “ isn’t proved 
yet” from a single experiment. 
“ But it strengthens it,” lie 
smiled. 


Last week’s lunar module 
impacted with a force equal to 
about 1,700 pounds of TNT 
going off. Scientists had been 
expecting 
seismic 
w a v e s 
lasting 
perhaps 
o n l y 
a 
minute. 
On the back side of the moon 
is a huge crater, called Mare 
Orientale. It has prominent 
concentric rings, exactly like a 
laboratory vibration figure. 
Dr. Katz figures the matter 
which caused that crater might 
have been “ the size of Texas or 
bigger. It might have set the 
moon ringing for years.”

Ho rnet Awa its Ap o llo 1 2 Men 


Aboard USS Hornet (i'PI — The 
Apollo 
12 
lunar 
explorers 
splashed down in the South 
Pacific Monday, climaxing a 
10-day voyage of discovery that 
should vastly enrich man’s 
knowledge of the moon. 
Charles (Pete) Conrad Jr., 
Richard Gordon Jr. and Alan 
Bean hit the water after a fiery 
re-entry through the earth’s 
atmosphere. During the re­ 
entry, which started with the 
spaceship Yankee C l i p p e r 
streaking for home at 24,600 
m.p.h. the temperature on the 
protective shield reached a 
searing 5,000 degrees. 


At 2:30 p.m. the service mod­ 
ule was separated from the com­ 
mand ship by explosive charges 
and the spacecraft was then 
ready for its plunge into earth’s 
atmosphere. 


The thickening atmosphere 
and parachutes slowed 
the 
speed for a gentle drop into 
warm Polynesian waters. 
The splashdown ended man’s 
second flight to the surface of 
the moon. In making a pinpoint 
landing 
on 
the 
Ocean 
of 
Storms, 
Conrad 
and 
Bean 
opened the way for future 
Apollo teams to fly into lunar 
mountains and craters, where 
precision touchdowns are a 
must. 


The astronauts also returned 
to earth two treasure chests 
and a bag filled with between 
80 and 90 pounds of lunar rocks 
and soil. The samples were 
better documented and more 
carefully selected than those 
brought back by the Apollo 11 
moonwalkers in July. Apollo 12 
is also bringing back pieces of 
an 
unmanned 
S u r v e y o r 
spacecraft that landed on the 
moon 2 Vz years ago. 


Conrad, Gordon and Bean 
were to be taken by helicopter 
to the aircraft carrier Hornet 
and placed in quarantine in a 
sealed trailer below decks. 
The trailer, also occiQiied by 
a doctor and a technician, is to 
be their home nearly j^ e days 
until they reach the isolation of 
the Lunar Receiving Labora­ 
tory in Houston Saturday. 


The Hornet is to cruise four 
days to Hawaii, where the 
trailer will be transferred to a 
cargo plarfe.

White House said Monday the 
United States has been and is

secretly with North Vietnam on 
ways to end the war. 
President Nixon’s 
p r e s s 
secretary, Ronald L. Ziegler, 
said the only matter the U.S. 
would not discuss with North 
Vietnam is binding political 
arrangements on the future of 
South Vietnam. 
The White House statement 
strongly backed Ambassador 
Henry 
Cabot 
Lodge, 
the 
returning American represen­ 
tative to the Paris peace talks, 
who Monday refuted allega­ 
tions by chief North Viel- 
namese negotiator Xuan Tliiiy 
that the U.S. had refused to 
enter .secret talks. 
Lodge, who will be leaving 
Paris effective Dec. 6, issued a 
statement refuting an interview 
granted by Thuy lo an Ameri­ 
can newspaper. 
“ First, it is not true that I 
have not been willing to meet 
privately, or otherwise, with 
Mr. Thuy to discuss general 
problems concerning Vietnam 
— and he knows it very well,” 
Lodge said. 
“ Second, it is also not true 
that in the private meetings 
which have been held, I have 
only been willing to talk on only 
one question — that of mutual 
troop withdrawal 
Ih* knows 
that, too. 
“ Third, it Is not true, as 
alleged, that the U S wishes lo 
continue the war in Vietnam 
and is therefore inflexible,’’ 
l..odge said 
He accused Thuy of being

private Citizens Jail Advisory 
Committee before making a 
final decision on whether to in­ 
clude an exercise area in the 
parking lot. 
One of the organizers of the 
18 - member 
self - appointed 
committee, 
Mrs.

Bailey , said the committee in­ 
cludes professional 
and 
lay 
people interested in law en­ 
forcement 
f a c i l i t i e s . A 
preliminary report is scheduled 
for the first week in December, 
Mrs. Hailey said, and at that 
time the committee will know 
when a final report will be 
ready . 
Mrs. Bailey said the repo rt 
co ncerns a co rrectio nal sy stem 
fo r 
Linco ln 
and 
Lancaster 
Co unty . 
ProfMinents of the exercise 
area contend that 
prisoners 
should have facilities where 
they can get fresh air and 
sunshine. There are no win­ 
dows in the city jail. Opponents 
say an exercise area without a 
roof, as has been suggested, 
would present security pro­ 
blems and could not be u.sed in 
bad weather. 
The city jail ho uses no t o nly 
city priso ners, but also co unty 
and

priso ners. 
The 
c o u n t y 
an d 
f e d e r a l 
go v ernments pay the city a 
daily 
fee 
fo r k e e p i n g 
prisoners. 
The estimated cost of an ex­ 
ercise area is around $30,000, 
and the present City Council 
has not taken an official stand 
on inclusion of such a facility . 
’I’lie previous Council, before 
membership changed in May , 
had decided on one. Another 
alternative being di.scu.ssed is 
the possibility of a work farm, 
but this, too, is still undecided 
and is awaiting further .study 
and reports. 
Schlaebitz .said the exercise 
area could be added to t h e 
parking lo t by removal of 
“twin 'l”s,” the concrete .struc­ 
tural members used to hold up 
(he .seeod level of the parking 
lot. The exerci.se area would be 
walled in on the lower level, 
with the wall extending above 
the iqiper level, Schlaebitz ex­ 
plained. 
He said it is also po ssible to 
build a tunnel fro m the Co unty - 
City Building to the ex ercise 
area in the parking lo t because

structures is filled with dirt. 
It would be mor(' of a pro­

He 
said the decisio n o n when to put 
the seco nd lev el o ut fo r bid is 
up to the CIty -Co unty Building 
Co mmittee and that the co m­ 
mittee has no t y et decided 
when to do so . 
City and county officials had 
planned that parking lots on 
both the south and north sides 
of the new $5 million building 
would eventually have a second 
level. Work was started on the 
north parking lot as soon as the 
old Courthouse was demolished 
and is expected to be com- 
pleted before Christmas.

The division headquarters at 
McCook and Ainsworth 
will 
become di s t r i c t subhead­ 
quarters, but existing facilities 
and personnel at these two 
locations will “be fully utiliz­ 
ed,” Nuernberger said. 
The old eight-division setup 
was 
ba.sed 
on 
s i m i l a r 
g e o g r a p h i c a l a r e a s . 
Nuernberger said the arrange­ 
ment was practical and con­ 
sistent with state highwway 
and traffic divisions in 19 23, 
when all state highway s were 
either unimproved or graveled 
except for a limited mileage of 
pavement in the larger cities.

Irish Farmers Get Dating Hints

Dublin — Farmers in the 
west of Ireland have gone back 
to school to learn the gentle art 
of courtship. 
Twice a week in the small 
(iaiway town of Glenamaddy 
they attend classes on how to 
dale a girl. A young lady 
teacher gives the course and 
she doesn't spare the blushes of 
her pupils. 
Between 20 and 30 young 
farmers turn 
up for 
each 
session which 
covers 
such 
practical details as the type of 
clothes to wear on a date, how 
to escort a girl into town, how 
to order a meal in a restaurant. 
It is all part of a drive along 
the western seaboard to correct 
a chronic imbalance of the 
sexes which sees too many 
single girls in the cities and tai 
few in rural areas. 
Initiated by the Rev. Michael 
Keane, 43, a Roman Catholic 
priest, the courtship classes 
iorm part of his plan to boost 
the marriage rate among the 
farming population. 
Known as the “ Cupid of the 
West,” Father Keane tries his 
hand as a match-maker on the 
side. He was the driving force 
behind the setting up of the 
first church-sponsored “ mar­ 
riage introduction bureau” in 
the tiny Mayo village of Knock. 
“They’re pretty backward 
about coming forward,” com­ 
mented Father Keane.

“It would be impossible to 
distinguish between their in­ 
dividual services, contributions 
and achievements in the areas 
of wheat breeding, cytogenetics, 
plant physiology and biochem­ 
istry,” t he supporting state­ 
ment said. 
The team published the first 
information on a restorer gene 
for use on cytomplasmic male 
sterile wheat, a key step in the 
development of hybrid wheat for 
commercial use. Their studies 
also have provided the complete 
biological system necessary for 
hybrid wheat. 
Johnson and Schmidt are the 
co-developers of nine improved 
varieties of hard red winter 
wheat that now occupy 89% of 
the wheat acreage in Nebraska, 
and are g r o w n on major 
acreages in Kansas, Colorado, 
New Mexico, South Dakota, 
Wyoming and Montana. One of 
these varieties, 
“Scout,” 
is 
planted on about seven million 
acres in these states, and is now 
the leading variety of wheat in 
the U.S. 
The two plant breeders have 
pioneered in the study of the in­ 
heritance 
and 
physiological 
basis of high protein in wheat. 
They initiated research at NU 
that demonstrated the genetic 
basis for protein differences and 
the feasability of breeding high 
protein hard winter wheats. This 
effort is significant in relation to 
the current worldwide effort to 
improve the nutritional quality 
of wheat and other cereals.
